The trip will also settle the question 
of whether or not New Orleans will 
raise the bar against Galveston and 
otlier Te.xas points. In the meantime, 
tlie Crescent City finds itself incapable 
of shipping a pound of freight to tho 
Lone Star state. The result of this, of 
course, is the throwing out of employ- 
ment of hundreds and thousands of 
people here. The railroads, the nuinn- 
lactories, the big wholesale and retail 
■tores, have all dispensed with tho serv- 
ice of many of their employes until 
business again picks up. 

The hotels have done away with all 
extra help and have uat off many 
of their hands, and every man, 
woman and nhlld Is livlafr with rigid 
economy. The condition of afi'airs is 
due entirelv to the strict shotgun quar- 
antines that have been established in 
the country. It is probable that there 
have left town some 10,000, but there 
ore still here not fewer than 276,000. 
In September, 187K, there were between 
80 and DO people dying of yellow fever 
daily Today the daily averafre since 
the beginning of the fever here is hard- 
one.

BATTLE BETWEEN EXPERTS. 

Several .Uore Witnesses Tor the Iti-fcnse 

K.xainined In the LuetK''< t '■ i lnl. 

Ciiicuio, Sept. 29 —Tlie battle be- 
tween the experts has begun, and from 
now on there will be denials thrown at 
the evidence of the medical and chem- 
ical wise men who tcstiliod for the de- 
fense in the LuetLrert case. Tlie dereiise 
put its first witnes-i in the expert line 
on the stand yesterday, and he will bo 
followed by a long str.ng ef others. 
The witness of yesterday was Dr. B. L. 
Keise, who t;oiled two bodies in caustic 
potash in the vat in Liuetgert's sau-age 
la tory, and obtained results diOerent 
from those who boiled bodies in caustic 
potash in Ubhalf of the state. 

Another witness of the day was 
Annada.e Opdyke, a peddler, who testi- 
fied that long after the murder is said 
to have been committed he saw Mrs. 
Lu9tgert in the neighborhood of Janes- 
ville, Wis. He said that there were no 
chance of his being mistaken and he 
identified the photograph of her whicli 
h(> was shown in court in the most posi- 
tive manner. 

Two girls were placed upon the stand 
to impeach the testimony (rf Emma 
Schimpke, who said that she saw Luet- 
gert and his wife enter the factory ou 
the night on which the murder is said 
to have been committed. 

There is a strong probability that 
Mary Siemmering will be called upon 
to answer a charge of perjury. Inner 
testimony she gave evidence reflecting 
on the manner in which she had been 
treated by Inspector Schaok and Assist- 
ant State's Attorney MoJSwen before 
the trial, and as she gave sworn evi- 
dence on the witness stand directly con- 
trary to the sworn evidence she gave at 
the preliminary hearing the assistant 
state 8 attorney says that he will bring 
a charge of perjury a,7aiust her.

Dktuoit, Sept. 29. — A mo.st horrible 
double murder occurred in tliis city last 
niglit at about 8 MO o'clock. Frank 
Fadellin, Sr., a trunkmaker, living at 
1845 Medbury avenue, killed his son. 
Frank Fadellin, shot his wife in the 
right shoulder and killed Joseph Stadel- 
maiin, a contractor, who lived across 
the street. It appears that gome three 
months ago Fa(lelliu refused lon.cer to 
support the family. This led to serious 
ditbculties. and ended in his being 
forced by his wife to leave.

The shock 
stunned him and he sat impaled upon 
tho picket. 

Mrs. Sallie Thompson. wl;o lives next 
door to Mr. Mercer, came to his rescue, 
and, although he is six feet in height 
and weij:hs about iOO pounds, and she 
rather small, she lifted liim from the 
f etK o and carried him in her arms to 

the house.

Weakly Bnllatla Issead to^tke Agrleal' 
tnral Department. 

W,\siiiN(rro\, Sept. 29. — Tlie weekly 
cro]) bulli'tiri of the aa'ricultural depart 
mt ut s.iys : Kxce;it on the Atlantic 
coa.st, where rains have fallen, the week 
has been exceptionally dry, and upon 
the whole very favorable for maturing 
and gathering crops. Like the preced- 
ing weeks, however, it has been very 
unfavorable for geiinination of sown 
grain, as well as for fallowing and seed- 
ing, which is nincli delayed generally 
throughout the <'fiiti-.il and western and 
in home of the southern states. In Ne- 
braska, however, a large acreage of 
wheat has been sown, much of which 
is up and doing nicely. In the Atlantic 
coast states the conditions have been 
more favorabl(> for fall seeding, and sat- 
isfactory progress has been made. 

The frosts of the early part of the 
week proved injurious to late corn in 
portions of Ohio, Kentucky, Pennsyl- 
vania and New Yor):, but farther west 
no serious injury is reported and in 
some states cutting is nearing comple- 
tion. 

Cotton picking has been pushed for- 
ward rapidly in all sections of the cot- 
ton belt, although interrupted some- 
what in the (^Jarolinos, eastern (reorj'ia 
and Florid.i by heavy rains. The i rop 
has su'.fered further deterioration in .\r- 
kansas. and portions of Mississippi and 
Louisiana and damage from rains lia^ 
resulted in the Carolinas and Florula.

Important Prtivisittn nf flic New Consti- 
tution Aifecting tlie liiterestH of 
Sack GMcent. 



Section oTJ of chapter 32 of the new 
Constitution went into eflTect Tuesday, 
and as it is of special interest to all cor- 
porations it is here given in full,.aB follows: 

Tln' i>ri)Vl>i()iis of all churtL'rs btkI articles of 
incorporntioii. wht'ther K'tHiitcil by -iKciiil net of 
the tii'iioral Assemlily or olitiiiiieil uiiilor any 
gi'iioral lucor|>')ratioii law, which iirc inconsist- 
etit with the lirjvisious oi this ctmiitcr i imcerii- 
InK .similar coi luiratioiis, to Iho c.\tciit of such 
coiillict. rtiiil all powers, )irivih'>;cs or iiiiiiiuiii ' ics 
of any such corp;)ratioii u liich couhl not he oh- 
taiiio'l under the pi ■ > i-p .',s of this > hai'lcr, shiill 
staml rt'iu'aleJ ou Sepleaiher l-^, Is'JT ; ami if the 

Hirers, iiiHoaKers or ageuti) of such corporationi 
sbuU. after said date, exercise any powers, priv- 
ileges or immunities repealed by ttils section, or 
iDCODSistent with tbe provisions of tliis chapter, 
relating to similar orporatlont, oKwhieh could 
not be obtained nnder thia chapter, the ofHcer. 
manager or agent (o olTeoding and the corpora- 
tion for which he aota, shall each be gulUjr of a 
misdemeanor and fined for each o flense not lesa 
than flOO nor more than SLOOO, and upon the 
conviction of the oorporatlon, a trial Jury may 
at thsU discretion dlrsot the forfeltnte of lu 
charter or artlelss of ineorporatlon, in which 
caae the court .ab&l so adjuifge. After the asth 
day of September, 1107, the provisloiu of tliia 
chapter shall apply to all corpora tions created or 
organised nnder tbe laws of Ibis Sta «, If said 
provisions would t>« applicable to tbam iil oigan- 
ized under this chapter. 

A spec al from Frankfort eays : "The 
section of the statute quoted puts many 
Kentucky corporations in a quandary. 
Representatives of a half dozen Louis- 
ville and Kentucky chartered insurance 
companies were here Monday consulting 
with the Attorney General and Secretary 
of iState about liow to proceed. All ad- 
mit that a part if not all of many chat- 
ters stand repealed Tuesday under this 
section, and they must at least get per- 
mission from the Secretary of State to 
amend or to draft entirely new charters. 
They are advised to start right and first 
file their long-delayei), but constitution- 
required written acceptance af the pro- 
visions of the new Oonstitlition. As a 
consequence many of these acceptances 
are being tiled with the Secretary, and 
the corporation lawyers are doing a big 
business in tbe shape of advice to thalr 
clients." 



DEAD L.WVS. 



Are All Local Acts Now That t'onflict With 
Ike New Conatitntion— Double Ua- 
UUtyafStaekkaMen. 

FRANKroBT, Kr., September 28.— Ac- 
cording to the provisions of tbe new Con- 
stitution all local acts in conflict with 
it and not otherwise repealed, stand re- 
pealed to-day, tbe Constitution having 
been adopted six years ago. 

In most of the counties where local op- 
tion now prevails it ia under local acts 
enacted before the adoption of the Oon- 
stitiition, which are now repealed, and 
the counties will be "wet" unless an- 
other vote shall be taken under the regu- 
lations of the general local option law 
passed since the adoption of the present 
Constitution. Almost two-thirds of the 
rural districts of the State are now living 
under the local option law. 

The eeciion of the Constitution which 
affects tbe local acts, such as the local 
option law, also affects the charter of 
corporations that conflict with the pro- 
visions of tbe new Constitution, and a 
number of them iled artiolas with the 
Secretary of State to-ilay accepting the 
provisions oi the Constitution. 

The double liability clause of the Con- 
stitution, providing that the owner of 
stock in a corporation ahall be liable for 
twice the amount o(<his stock, also be* 
comes a law.

The annual regiatration takes place 
Taesday, October ."Sth. heinj; confined to 
one day in Maysvilie. The places of 
registration will remain open from 6 
o'clock In the motning until 0 o'clock at 
D'ght, giving every one an opportunity 
to enroll his name. 

Every one who desires to vote at the 
•nroing election or any a^cial election 
daring the next year will have to regiatt r 
on the day named. 

The officers appointed for* the Kovem* 
ber election will aerve aa offlcen of reg- 
iatration. 

The following conccrninR "who s?hall 
register" will be of general interest: 

Every uative-born male citizen of the 
Uolted Statea, who haa reaided in the 
8.t«te of Kentucky one year, in the 
county of Mason six monthR and in the 
precinct in which he expects to vote 
■isty days prior to the election may r^- 
later. He need not live there alxty dayr, 
to register, bat ^f, by election day, he 
will have lived there sixty days, and in 
the county six months and in the State 
OM year, he may register and vote. 

Natarali^ed citizens of the United 
Btatc* who pro luce to the ofli'-era of reg- 
istration, if demanded, their naturaliza- 
tion papersi and who have the necessary 
qualifleationa as to rasidenon, may regis- 
ter. 

Sjction 1,478 determiues the residence 
of a voter aa follows: "That shall be 
deemed his residence where his habita- 
tic 1 is, and to which, when absent, he 
has the intention of returning. 

The place where the family of a mar- 
ried man resides shall generally be con- 
sidered his residency, unless the family so 
reaiilep for a temporary purpose. If his 
family ia perm'anently in one place and 
he trinsaots bis business in another, the 
former shall be his residence.

The Atwtrian national anthem is one | 

of the most beautiful of Haydn's melo- i 
dies and of national hymns. The words 
of the "Emperor's nymu".were written 
by the Jenuit priest L. L. Hascbka, and 
were set to mu.sic by Haydn. On Jan. 
28, 1797, Count Ton Baniwif goyenior 
of Vienna, israed ■ decree that ."Gott 
erbalte Frani den Kaiser" should be 
tbo Ai]strian national hymn, and on 
Feb. 12 it was by order sung in all the 
theaters of Vicnua. lu Englaud it is fa- 
miliar as the hymn tnue "Austria. " It 
is often Btmg'to Newton's lines, "Glori- 
ons things of thee are spoken," and 
BometinioB al.'-o to Kemiithorno's "Praise 
the Lord, ye heivens, adore him." 

Haydn's afTection for this lieautiful 
melody is w( 11 known. lie afterward 
»'nipl(.y( (l it for the variations in tho 
" Kaiscrtiuartett, " op. 70, Na 8, and 
when he was near death and too weak 
to stand ho was carried across the room 
to tho clavier and solemnly played tho 
tune three times, according to Hirr 
Pohl, as his farewell to art. William 
Uardiner, the L^'icestersliire stocking 
maker and musical amatear, sent Haydn 
six pairs of stockings woven with the 
air of "Gtott crhalte" and other melo- 
dica — London News.
